T know it was 
right that we stiould be driven out of the land o 
Zion, that the rebellious might Be sent away.- — 
But, brethren, if the Lord win, I should like to 
know what thé honest in heart shall do? Our 
clothes are worn out; we want ‘the necessaries 
of life, ind shall we lease,-buy, or otherwise 
obtain land where we are, to till that we may 
raise enough to eat? Such is the common lan- 
guage of the honest for they want to Ho the will 
of God. I am’ sensibte that we shall not be 
able to live again in 1 or the Presi- 
dent rules ont the md. = 

The Governor ie willing to restore us, but as 
thé constitution gives him no power to guard 
us when’ dark, we are fot willing to go. The 
mob swear if we come we shall die! If from 
what bas Been done in Zioh, we, or the most of 
us, have got to be persécuted from city to city, |} 
and from synagogue to synagogue, we want to 
know it: for there ure those among us that 
would rather em eternal’ on sueh condi- 
ons. than loose it: ‘bet we hope for better

CONFERENCE MINUTES. 
Minutes of a Conference.of the Cherch of Jesus 

Christ of Latter-Day Swints, held at Rowland 

O. Crispia's, Warren co. Ohio, on the 14th 

and 15th of June 1845, agreeable to adjourn- 

ment from March Conference held in Fayette 

co. Ohio, om the 8th and 9th, -1845.

Joseph Grover at 11 o'clock A. M. Elder Jo- 
seph T. Ball was chosen to preside, and Row- 
land O. Crispin chosen Secretary.

The president then addressed the meeting in 
a brief and affectionate manner, setting forth 
the object of the Conference. 

A representation of the different branches 
was then called for. : 

Waynesville branch by Elder Braddock, 
thirty eight members, thirteen Elders and one 
Priest, 

Pleasant Grovedbranch; seven members, one 
Elder and one Priest. 

Clinton branch; thirty eight members. six 
Elders and one Priest. 

Fayette branch. by Elder Boughn ;twenty three 
members, one Elder one Priest & one Teacher. 

Port branch, by Elder Johnson; 
seven members and one Elder. 

Dayton branch, by Elder Graves; eight mem- 
bers and five Elders. 

A charge was preferred against Isham Webb, 
for leaving his family and unbelief.

The meeting wae addressed by Elder Grover 
on the Book of Mormon, after which the Pres- 
ident introduced the case of Elder Bair, and 
stated to the Conference the resolution of the 
council of the Eldeis, which was motioned and 
seconded that he be disfellowshiped; which 
was put to vote by the President, and carried 
unanimously, 

Elder Grover arose and returned his thanks 
to the saints for their kindness to him, and re- 
quested the voice. of the district whether they 
wished his labora any longer or not. A vote 
was taken and they unanimously responded, 
yes; and they unanimously aceorded with his 
teaching. He then blieseed them in the name 
of the Lord. 

The president then addressed the saints on 
the pecessity of obeying council. 

A vote was taken whether the saints would 
uphold the Twelve and the authorities of the 
church by their prayers, which was unanim- 
ous. 

The President then pronounced his blessing . 
on them in the name of Ieraei’s God. He then

We. have lately hac the long · wished for 
pleasure of paying a visit to our brethren in the 
north; and we can truly say that though our 
journey was in part performed amid the rigours 
of severe weather, yet we have been amply re- 
warded for every toil. We feel convinced of 
one fact, which is, that therefie scarcely any- 
thing more confirmatory of the faith of the 
saints, than to travel and behold the effects of 
the principles of truth upon others. A feeling 
of this kind we fully restised on our visit to 
Scotland, where we beheld a pedple widely 


and spoke ‘of the celamities that awaited the

REMISSION OF SINS. 
Sin is the transgression of law; and remis. 


j countable to God, if at any time he hee given 


them a law, or commandments by which they 
should be governed; and that it hes been done 
we are willing to believe. The Lord God com- 
manded Adam, the first man, sing: Of the 
tree of the knowledge of good and evil, thou 
shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou est. 
est thereof thou shalt surely die.“ All men 
are made partakers of this penalty, not by ac- 
tual ein, but by nature, being natural heirs of 
him who did tranegress, and also partekera of 
condemuation and banishment, and all the ef- 
fects of the fall, like as Adam was; and ac” 
cording to the natural course of justice in the 
infliction of the penalty upon Adam as trans- 
gtessor, and upon us se legitimate sufferers 
with him, there could be no hope in our case; 
for Adam, in eating of the forbidden fruit, sub- 


sion of sins pre-supposes the satisfaction of jus · ¶ jected himself io th@influence and power of 


tice, in some way, of the law that was (rane 
gressed, for the justification of the criminal; 
for justice is the standard of action in all jus, 
law, and no action can vary its claims without 
violating the force and dignity of that law; and 
if this is done, it is worse than no law. The 
justice of a just law, claims the protection of 
ail goud subjects; and the infliction of the pen- 
alty of every transgression; and without this, 
' justice ie not satisfied. If a man sins against s 
just law, be can never in justice, again enjov 
the approbation of that law, short of ample 
atonement, either direct!y or indirectly. If he 
makes bis own atonement, justice is thereby 
satisfied; and it les ves nothing in the mind of 
the executive. or, one who enforces the law, 
that savors of forgiveness, and if he receives 
the approbation of the lew, it is because justice 
claims it: but if another makes the atonemen!, 
he then obtains remission by the satisfaction of 
justice, to be sure in the infliction of the pen- 
alty, but unto him it is an extension of mercy, 
and the forgiveness originating in the mind of 
the executive,ie because the atunement made 
in behalf of the criminal shall be considered e 
sufficient one to cancel the crime, ot newer 
the penalty of the lew; and he receives the sp- 
probation of the aw, not because he hae merit- 
ed it, bot because mercy has opened the way 
for the remission of hie sin, by the satisfsetion 
of the claims of justice in the infliction of the 
penalty in his behalf.

Thus 
the justice of this low is naturally of sufficient 
forea to hold us in subjection to the powers of 
death until the penalty iseuffered by us, or an 
atonement made for the remission of the sin oi 
the transgression thereof. But ifthe penalty is 
cancelled by en stonement made for us, i: 
must be by some being of better cheracter ard 
capacity, otherwise he would heve to suffer os 
long as we, and the desited remitsion could 
not be effected at last. If we receive this asa 
true doctrine of the natural state of mankind in 
consequence of the fall, we sre bound by every 
consideration of benevolence, love and merey 
to be grateful if there is a duor opened for our 
redemption. The ecriptures hold out the er- 
couragement thet there is an atonement mede 
in our behalf of sufficient merit to answer the 
claims of justice, [and reconcile God to us,*| 
vo that we are no longer under condemnation 
for original sin; and so that we shell be meade 
free from the penalty of the fall, as it is wri:
